The new commander also Intro- 


duced a bill concerning the bureau

post, a copy to the legion head- 
data to the state service officer for 
quarters and another copy of the 
a three-way check on the benefits 
to the families of the ex-service 
men who die. 


Commander Cox stated that he 
hat not completed the plans for the 
personnel of the state staff to han- 
dle the legion work during the ap- 
proaching year, but that he would 
announce his appointments about

Although in a 
weak condition, Helms struggled 
with the guards from his cell until 
he was strapped in the chair. 
As the clock in the prison tower 
began tolling the midnight hour, 
Captain Homer Knlghten, assistant 
warden, arose and checked carefully

in

warden's office Once satisfied that 
only those who were supposed to 
b'e witnesses were present, Cap- 
tain Knlghten led the silent group 
down the corridor, through numer- 
ous heavily guarded gates, across 
the yard to the death chamber. 
Helms was lying on the floor ap- 
parently asleep as Captain Knlght- 
en and the guards 
entered the 
death chamber to escort him down 
the "one-way corridor."

mained motionless until the two 
guards who entered his cell placed 
ed their hands on him then the bat- 
tle started.

PROPOSE REVISION 
LEAGUE COVENOT TO

GENEVA, Sept 6.—WV-The cov- 
enant of the League of Nations 
has been found lacking in effective 
means to prevent war by states- 
men taking part in the league's 
tenth assembly session. 
TaMng a bond step to make the 
covenant at least as strong as the 
Kellogg renunciation of war pact 
the British labor government to- 
day introduced a resolution into 
the assembly calling for revision 
of the league covenant so that 
henceforth war may be really baa. 
ished. 
The resolution was introduced 
by Foreign Secretary Arthur Hen- 
derson ol Great Britain, and was 
made in behalf also of France 
Italy, Belgium, Chile and Den- 
mark. 
Great applause broke forth from 
delegates 'and auditors when Mr 
Henderson announced the British 
resolution also had the support 
of the German delegation. 
The resolution says that the 
tenth assembly of the League of 
Nations notes with satisfaction the 
general adherence of states which 
are members of the League to 
the Paris pact, devised by former 
Secretary of State Kellogg 
and 
Premier Briand, which 
imposes 
on its signatories the renuncia 
tlon of war as an instrument of 
national policy. 
It considers the- assembly should 
take account of the progress thus 
made and deems it desirable to 
examine Articles 12 and 15 of the 
covenant to determine whether il 
is necessary to make modifica- 
tions in them.

In attempting

younger widows of Confederate vet- 
erans the legislature unknowingly 
fixed it so all widows under 75 
years of age could not receive their 
pensions. In opening the gates to 
new pensioners, the legislature de- 
prived many who had 'received a 
pension for as long as fifteen years 
of their quarterly allowance.' 
There was not enough money to 


pay all on the rolls the full pension, 
and the attorney general ruled that 
what money was on hand rhould be 
prorated among those on the pre- 
ferred list, that is, .all widows 75 
years old and over.

Was One of Best 


Known Men in Texas 
AUSTIN, Sept. 7.—H1)—Few men 


in Texas public life enjoyed the 
wide acquaintanceship and staunch 
friendships of Land Commissioner 
J. T. Robison. 
This is accounted 


for not only by his long tenure of 
office and likeable personality. Be- 
cause of his official duties he be- 
came close to many of the large 
land owners of Texas. He knew 
their successes and reverses. Since 
it was to the 
land commissioner 


they had to pay their interest due 
on principal of land purchases. 


Criticism of his official actions 


with reference to these land owners 
brought to him toward the close of 
his life and long service the only 
public criticism that had ever been 
leveled at him as an officer. 


It was claimed that in revaluing 


lands under the legislature's reap- 
pralsement act of 1925 he favored 
the land owners by making too 
low valuations on some tracts. 


Orphaned When Child 


Orphaned when a child, Mr. Robl- 


sonalways had a deep sympathy for 
the boy or girl who was deprived 
of the guiding hand of parents, and 
during his 
lifetime he and Mrs. 


Robison had taken into their home 
and reared 15 orphan children. They 
had four children of their own. An 
only daughter died after she had 
reached womanhood and death al- 
so took one of the sons. 


He was born in Morris county, 


where he 
attended 
the public 


schools. 
He also studied at Sam 


Houston State Normal and later at 
the University of Texas, where he 
finally got enough of the law to be 
admitted to the bar. 
He served 


Morris county as county attorney 
two years. 


He served the counties of Morris, 


Cass, Bowie and Marlon in the leg- 
islature in 1891 and 1892. He also 
taught school. 


He was married at Naples, Mor- 
ris county, on Jan. 2, 1894. 


He came to Austin in 1895 to 


accept a clerkship in the general 
land office. 
He remained there 


continuously, working himself up to 
be chief clerk and in 1908 he was 
elected land commissioner. He con- 
tinued in office, re-elected every 
two years for 11 consecutive times. 


Knew Texas Lands 


His knowledge of the Texas land 
law was recognized. by jurists as 
the most thorough of any one in 
the state. He personally briefed 
and defended many land cases for 
the state before the supreme court 
and seldom, if ever, was the law 
interpreted against his construction 
of its meaning. 


His decision to follow the su- 


preme court's interpretation of the 
land law got him into trouble with 
the governor, attorney general, and 
board of regents of the University 
of Texas early in 1929 when he re- 
fused to withdraw from the market 
lands he had advertised for sale 
after receiving specific requests for 
them. 


The controversy was climaxed by 


preferment of impeachment charges 
before the house of representatives, 
but that body voted to exonerate 
the aged commissioner after along 
hearing.

From then on for a distance of 
more than 100 yards, the ship carv- 
ed a veritable runway in the heav- 
ily wooded canyon.

WIND AND LIGHTNING 


The first general rain In Navarro 


county since the latter part of May 
fell early Sunday morning. It was 
accompanied by a nigh wind and 
an electrical storm of unusual in- 
tensity. Numerous local showers 
have fallen In the county at inter- 
vals and in some Instances heavy 
rains have fallen in some parts of 
the county during the past three 
months, but never covering much 
territory. 


The rainfall here Sunday morn- 


ing was 2.10 Inches and reports in- 
dicate that it was about the same in 
all sections of the county.

measurement was Dawson, where 
1.55 inches fell. Rains during the 
latter part of last week amounted 
tj .26 of an inch here, making a 
total of 2.36 inches since the rains 
started.

Showers during the latter part of 
last week caused open cotton to 
swell in the burrs and the damage

and rain 


Sunday was far less than it would 
have been had there been no rain 
previously. However, considerable 
cotton was reported blown out in 
some sections. 
In all probability It is too late for 
a top crop but the rain will stop 
the premature opening of the cot- 
ton and will furnish moisture to 
more fully mature the bolls. 


One of the steadiest hot spells in 
a number of years was broken by 
the rain. Gardens will be benefit- 
ted and excessive watering of lawns

The first great boom that the lit- 


tle town experienced was in

machine shop, that after 25 years 
was moved to Ennis. 
The city 
'fathers" in offering 
an 
induce- 


ment to the railroad company gave 
640 acres of land, east of the rail- 
road, to establish 
the 
terminal 
point here. 


The next big expansion of Corsi- 
cana came in 1894 when oil 
was 


found in an artesian well, drilled 
to furnish the city with water, the 
pioneer resident declared. 


Of all the boom times in the his- 
tory of Corsicana, the oil discovery 
in the Powell sector In the latter 
part of 1922 did more to 
develop 


the city than all the rest, Mr. Duren 
stated. 


The pioneer resident, unlike most 
old timers, does not recall the good 
old days and wish for them to re- 
turn but instead looks to the future 
and predicts great things for Cor- 
sicana, only 
hoping to live and 


witness further transformation in 
the town of his nativity.

AUSTIN, Sept. 6.—W—Holding to 
the belief that all laws should be 
enforced, State Labor Commission- 
er Charles McKamy 
said today 
violations of the statute prohibit- 
ing women from being employed 
in eleemosynary institutions long- 
er than nine hours dally would be 
brought to attention of county or 
district attorneys as rapidly 
as 
they are discovered. 
At least five institutions now are 
working women nurses and attend- 
ants 12 hours daily as a result of 
vetoes in the eleemosynary appro- 
priation bill, R. B. Walthall, chair- 
man of the Board of Control, learn- 
ed today.
